HISTORIC plans are 
being drawn up for a 
new town council for 
Weymouth in case its 
existing borough 
council is scrapped 
should rural Dorset 
opt to be governed 
by unitary authority. 

Nothing has been de¬ 
cided yet but Conserva¬ 
tive leader Councillor 
Jeff Cant said 
that “considerable 
progress” had been made 
in the last two months to¬ 
wards building a pro¬ 
posal for change which 
can be discussed with 
residents and the busi¬ 
ness community. 

And he added that a 
communication and con¬ 
sultation campaign was 
expected to start “very 
soon”. 

He told the View: “For 
the past two years the 
Leaders Growth Board 
for Dorset, which now 
consists of myself and 
leaders from each of the 
eight other Dorset coun¬ 
cils , has been working on 
a project to make a pro¬ 
posal to Government for 
a new way of managing 
council services across 
the county. 

“The driver for this has 
been the reduction in 
funding for councils 
which has meant that 
Weymouth and Portland 
has been working 
through a programme of 
cost savings for five

years now including 
combining North Dorset, 
West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland into 
a partnership. 

“Although this has 
been very successful, 
even greater efficiencies 
are having to be found 
by all the councils to 
bridge the budget gap 
which is predicted over 
the next five years. 

“The project is in three 
parts. The first has been 
a submission supporting 
a ‘Combined Authority’ 
which will bring together 
proposals for economic 
and infrastructure devel¬ 
opment into a single plan 
for Dorset. 

“The second part is to 
consider if we might 
benefit from a different 
way of delivering serv¬ 
ices. 

“Residents across 
Dorset will soon be con¬ 
sulted on this but in sim¬ 
ple terms nine councils 
would become a smaller 
number covering a wider 
area. Any new bodies 
would be one stop shops 
for all services much like 
Bournemouth and Poole 
are now. 

“A proposal on this 
will probably be fi¬ 
nalised towards the end 
of the year and part of 
this will be a discussion 
about how some local 
services might be deliv¬ 
ered. 


“At present Weymouth 
and Portland and 
Christchurch don’t have 
a full range of parish 
councils although there is 
a town council on Port¬ 
land. 

“One possibility if the 
Government supports 
setting up a different 
structure would be a 
town council for Wey¬ 
mouth to mirror the 
arrangements on Port¬ 
land. However, no new 
organisation comes with¬ 
out additional costs and 
the council and the com¬ 
munity will have to be

• THE property market is very volatile at the mo¬ 
ment, with a great amount of uncertainty after the 
EU referendum.

• YOU come from a talented stage family with 
your cousin Luke having appeared on the West 
End stage. How old were you when your first ap¬ 
peared in a show? 

I was about five - I had a walk on part in a Lyme 
Panto. 

• YOUR portrayal of Evita at Lyme Regis two years 
ago was considered to be one of the most profes¬ 
sional seen on the local stage. If you could choose 
another favourite role to play, what would it be? 

I am incapable of having a favourite in anything so 
I always have a top five: Evita (done), Magnolia 
(Showboat - which I have also done), Nancy (Oliver), 
The Narrator (Joseph AHATCD) and Shelby (Steele 
Magnolias-the play). 

• IF you had to name the two great inspirations 
in your life, who would they be? 

It's a cliche but my children for sure. Oli has complex 
disabilities and has faced some pretty tough stuff. 
Madi is a feisty little character, beautiful, bright and 
deals with her brother's disabilities better than most 
adults would - better than I do, in fact. 

• IF you could invite three characters from history 
to share your dinner table, who would they be? 

Eva Peron (respect), Karen Carpenter (such talent - 
so tragic) and JFK (huge fascination). I wish I could 
chose my top five - aaggghhh! 

• IF you had to pass on one piece of advice to 
your children, what would it be? 

Be yourself confidently and passionately and never 
allow yourself to be anything else, no matter what 
the pressures.

convinced that the costs will be justified 
by the value any new town council can 
bring. 

“The final part of the jigsaw would de¬ 
pend on the other two being delivered 
but could mean we ask the Government 
to pass down to the County responsibil¬ 
ity for things they do centrally now, for 
example major roads construction.” 

Liberal Democrat leader, Councillor 
Gill Taylor said: “I am keen that the 
need for a town council for Weymouth 
and the difference it will make to the 
town is highlighted, but the idea will 
need to have the buy-in from residents. 

“Consultation on all this is due to go 
out about the middle of August and to 
last for about eight weeks. 

“The advantages for the town are huge, 
but we need to get over to the public that 
we want to set up a town council along 
the lines of highly successful existing 
bodies in Dorchester and Bridport. There 
are huge opportunities available if we 
choose to take them. 

“Having said that, there has to be a bal¬ 
ance because we must not over prom¬ 
ise.” 

She said that having a Weymouth 
Town Council would restore two layers 
of local government for the area but that 
nothing was set in stone as it all requires 
government authority. 

She added: “I can’t see real steps being 
taken this year because the idea of a 
Weymouth Town Council will be sent 
off to the Government later this year 
with the proposals for a new Dorset uni¬ 
tary authority structure. 

“The Government will have to reach a 
decision on that - and they have one or 
two things on their plate at the moment - 
so we really can’t suggest a real 
timescale. We’ll just have to take things 
as they come. 

“If approvals are given and things run 
smoothly then county elections will be 
held in May 2017 after which 2018 bor¬ 
ough elections will be scrapped. 

“This would be followed in April 2018 
by the simultaneous setting up of a 
Dorset unitary authority structure and a 
Weymouth Town Council. 

“If a Weymouth Town Council is set 
up then we’d have to decide how many 
Weymouth councillors - there are 29 at 
the moment - we really need to run a 
town council.” 

Labour leader Councillor Colin Huckle 
said: “We have been talking about the 
idea of a unitary authority for some time 
and it has been driven by financial pres¬ 
sures. 

“If we do have a unitary authority for 
rural Dorset - and that’s the approach I 
favour - we need to get Weymouth rep¬ 
resented and the best available way to do 
that would be through a town council. 

“A town council can have many pow¬ 
ers and we should take our lead from the 
success of town councils in Dorchester 
and Bridport. 

“This is a negative stance. The county 
council will try and tell us what we 
should have but we have to stand up for 
what we want. 

“We have a number of assets from ho¬ 
tels to car parks and land and we need to 
be the ones saying how they are run.” 


ST John Ambulance volunteers on Port¬ 
land have been presented with new equip¬ 
ment which will help them save lives. 

The charity’s first aiders have a new 
portable defibrillator thanks to recent 
fundraising activity which has seen them 
bring in almost £1,500. 

When someone suffers a cardiac arrest, 
the chance of survival falls by 10 per cent 
every minute without first aid. But, with 
CPR (cardiopulmonary resuscitation) and 
the use of a defibrillator within three min¬ 
utes, their chance of survival could be as 
high as 70 per cent. 

Portland Unit Manager Terry Shake¬ 
speare said: “All of the volunteers on Port¬ 
land are hugely grateful to everyone who 
has so generously contributed towards this 
vital piece of equipment. 

“It’s so important that we have the best 
possible chance of helping someone if 
they fall ill when we’re providing first aid 
cover and, when someone goes into car¬ 
diac arrest, a defibrillator can help us be 
the difference between a life lost and a life 
saved.” 

The importance of having a portable au¬ 
tomated external defibrillator (AED) on 
Portland was demonstrated two years ago, 
when St John Ambulance volunteer 
Jonathon Neal used the equipment to save 
his dad Chris’s life. 

When Chris went into cardiac arrest at 
home, Jonathon shocked him twice with 
the AED to restore his heart to its normal 
rhythm. 

The charity’s regional fundraising co-or¬ 
dinator, Kevin Dickens added: “All the 
money raised through the Donate for De¬ 
fibs appeal in the South West is funding 
defibrillators for local St John Ambulance 
volunteers. 

“We’ll also be adding a training model 
soon, so we can teach more of our volun¬ 
teers and members of the public how to 
use an AED. 

“The more defibrillators we have, and 
the more people who are trained how to 
use them, the better equipped we are to 
save lives.”

Planners 
refuse 
application 
for 340 
homes 

PLANNERS have refused an applica¬ 
tion for a 340-home development at 
Nottington on the edge of Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Local builders C G Fry and Son Ltd 
had the outline consent turned down 
- despite the advice of planning offi¬ 
cers who recommended refusal. 

Councillors said there were local 
concerns over increased traffic and a 
risk of flooding although plans were 
being drawn up to deal with surface 
water. 

Several residents claimed that Not¬ 
tington would have "lost its identity" 
if the development was allowed. 

There was also concern about in¬ 
creased traffic in Nottington Lane. 

Resident Terry Gant, speaking on 
BBC local radio said: "The traffic is 
horrendous. On a Friday night in 
summer when the caravans are out 
there is blockage after blockage in 
the lane, people arguing and shout¬ 
ing. 

"I've had a car written off there, 
wing mirrors missing, it's just a recipe 
for disaster." 

The developers have pledged to in¬ 
stall a new footpath and traffic-calm¬ 
ing measures to manage the increase 
in traffic. 

The company will now decide 
whether to appeal against the 6-4 
vote against their scheme by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil's planning committee. 


Lifeboat called 
out for midnight 
catamaran rescue 

WEYMOUTH RNLI volunteer 
lifeboat crew were called in the 
early hours of Sunday morning 
(July 10th) to help a lone yachts¬ 
man in difficulties approx seven 
miles South East of Weymouth 
Harbour. 

A catamaran with engine 
problems and a lone yachtsman 
who was experiencing sea sick¬ 
ness and fatigue, requested as¬ 
sistance from the coastguard 
who tasked Weymouth All 
Weather Lifeboat at 01:31am. 

Once on scene the lifeboat 
crew passed a tow line to the 
yacht, and began the tow back 
to Weymouth Harbour. 

They put the yacht alongside 
the waiting pontoon at approx¬ 
imately 03:50am

Strike talks break down resulting 
in continued disruption to buses 


LOCAL bus company First say 
they are disappointed that six hours 
of talks to try and resolve a pay dis¬ 
pute with drivers ended without a 
resolution. 

The talks were held in Dorchester 
last Thursday, July 7th, when man¬ 
agers met with union officials. 

The break-down means that the 
long-running strike action and 
‘work to rule’ will continue for 
company drivers who are union 
members. 

First say that, despite the action, 
the majority of their services have 
been, and will continue to run to 
schedule. 

Said a company statement: 
“While talks were inconclusive, an 
offer of a 2.3 per cent pay increase 
over two years (which would take 
the hourly rate for drivers to £9 
hour and which would also be 
backdated to last year) remains on 
the table. 


“The union has agreed to ballot 
its members on it. 

First Dorset has also committed 
to make its offer (2.3 per cent in¬ 
crease over two years) their mini¬ 
mum position at formal arbitration 
(meaning, subject to the arbitrator’s 
decision, the drivers would get at 
least this, if not more) however the 
union are still refusing to go to 
AC AS for a binding decision.” 

Marc Reddy, Managing Director 
for First Dorset, explains: “My 
team and I met with union officials 
for six hours of talks on Thursday 
but we have not been able to reach 
a solution. The union are still de¬ 
manding inflation busting pay in¬ 
creases, which cannot be sustained 
by our business.” 

Strike dates in the coming days 
included this Wednesday, 13th, Fri¬ 
day 15th and Sunday 17th. 

Weekday buses not running on 
these days include the Service 14 


(Portland to Weymouth and 
Thomas Hardye School), students 
are being advised to use Service 1 
and 10 instead. 

Others affected are the Service 53 
(Bridport to Beaminster); Service 
91 (Wyke Regis to Wey Valley 
School): the X52 (Bridport/Lyme 
Regis to Exeter; X54 (Weymouth, 
Wareham and Poole): 

On Sunday 17th services ex¬ 
pected to be affected include the 
X52 (Bridport/Lyme Regis to Ex¬ 
eter): X54 (Weymouth, Wareham 
and Poole).

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Council to remove car 
park recycling banks 

DWP Joint Committee members recently agreed 
to remove the banks from the 21 sites around the 
county that still have them in place. By removing 
these containers, the DWP is set to save around 
£90,000 each year. 

The DWP will continue to provide banks at exist¬ 
ing locations, subject to landowners'agreement, 
for the following materials that can't currently be 
recycled using the kerbside service which is foil, 
cartons, textiles and small waste electrical and elec¬ 
tronic equipment. 

The DWP has arranged with its contractors to 
begin removing banks for glass, plastic bottles, 
cans, paper and cardboard the week commencing 
July 25th, with a deadline for completion in August. 

In order to ensure that residents are given suffi¬ 
cient notice, the DWP have been placing signs on 
every single bank that is due to be removed and 
has informed district, town and parish councils. 

Residents can continue to recycle glass, plastic 
bottles, cans, paper and cardboard using their 
kerbside collection service. They can also recycle 
these materials seven days a week at all the DWP's 
household recycling centres across the county. 

Privately maintained recycling banks - such as 
those run by supermarkets - are unaffected by this 
activity. Residents can find a list of alternate recy¬ 
cling sites at http://www.recyclenow.com/local-re- 
cycling. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chairman of the DWP 
Joint Committee, said: "With kerbside collections 
now available to all Dorset residents, we can stop 
duplicating services we conveniently provide at the 
kerbside and household recycling centres. We can 
also prevent potential fly-tipping and misuse by 
commercial traders, and overall save money for our 
partner councils." 

Recycling sites which will have glass, plastic bot¬ 
tles, cans, paper and cardboard banks removed in¬ 
clude: Dorchester: Fairfield Car Park, Weymouth 
Ave; Weymouth: Asda car park, Newstead Road, 
Southill car park, Radipole Lane, Morrisons car park, 
Dorchester Road, Littlemoor shopping centre car 
park, Littlemoor Rd; Portland: Tesco car park, Park 
Road, Easton.

THE Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) is preparing 
to remove recycling banks for glass, plastic bottles, 
cans, paper and cardboard across the county from 
late July to minimise costs. 

They say there has been a 77 per cent decline in 
their use since 2011 and that these banks have be¬ 
come increasingly expensive to maintain. 

Buildings sold 
to save money 

MORE county council owned buildings are being 
sold - including the landmark Top o’ Town House 
in Dorchester. 

Other properties to be put on the market include 
the former Bridport Local Office on St Andrews 
Road and the Royal Manor and Southwell school 
buildings on Portland. 

The Homes and Community Agency has ex¬ 
pressed an interest in acquiring both sites on Port¬ 
land for homes for first time buyers. 

The council also agreed to dispose of Sea View 
Farm in Netherbury and land at the former West 
Lulworth Primary School. 

Top O’Town House has been the council’s dedi¬ 
cated training centre and the facilities will now be 
provided elsewhere. 

The council holds the property on a lease, with 
running costs of around £93,000 a year and this 
will be surrendered early as it expires in Decem¬ 
ber 2017. 

The former Bridport local office is to be vacated 
by the current occupants, adult services and chil¬ 
dren’s services teams by the end of November. 
Staff based there will mostly move to the existing 
social services office in Dorchester. 

The building is also occupied by a pre-school 
with a lease that expires in February 2018 and it 
will be market as a whole subject to the lease to 
the pre-school as soon as possible. 

The county council plans to move to just seven 
buildings which it is hoped will save the council 
around £100,000 a year in running costs.

Patients' thumbs up 
for DCH cancer care

DORSET County Hospital is 
providing good quality care 
across for cancer patients - ac¬ 
cording to a survey of patients. 

The results of NHS Eng¬ 
land’s Cancer Patient Experi¬ 
ence Survey for 2015 put the 
hospital within, or above, the 
expected national standards for 
the vast majority of questions. 

More than 300 Dorset pa¬ 
tients responded to the survey, 
a response rate of 72 per cent. 
Overall, patients rated their 
care as 8.7 out of 10. 

Three areas were highlighted 
as exceeding national expecta¬ 
tions - patients being given 
enough support from health or 
social services during treat¬ 
ment; staff asking patients 
what name they preferred to be 
called by; and getting under¬ 
standable answers to questions 
from their clinical nurse spe¬ 
cialist. 

DCH’s Deputy Chief Operat¬ 
ing Officer Anita Thomas 
praised the contribution of the 
nurse specialists: “I am partic¬ 
ularly pleased to see recogni¬ 
tion of the hard work provided 


by the Cancer Nurse Specialist 
Team. We now have a larger 
team covering all cancers 
treated at DCH and they have 
consistently shown themselves 
to be committed to delivering 
exceptional care, support and 
signposting to services for all 
our cancer patients and their 
carers. 

“The previous survey results 
suggested we should work on 
information given regarding 
access to free prescriptions and 
in discussing cancer diagnoses 
with our patients and again it is 
fantastic to see that patients re¬ 
ported improvements in these 
areas. 

“We are also working closely 
with Macmillan and the First 
Point housing advice service to 
offer our patients access to ad¬ 
ditional information and sup¬ 
port through our Patient Advice 
and Liaison Service office. Our 
work with Macmillan has in¬ 
cluded engaging with patients 
and carers as well as our col¬ 
leagues in health and social 
care, and the private and volun¬ 
tary sector, in order to produce 


a Patient Information Strategy 
for the whole of Dorset. 

“We are looking forward to 
being able to make further im¬ 
provements to the services we 
provide once we have raised 
the money we need to create 
the new cancer outpatient facil¬ 
ities at DCH. We’d like to take 
this opportunity to say a big 
thank you to everyone who is 
working so hard to help us 
fundraise - your support means 
a lot to us and our patients.”

A much-loved 16th century village pub is set to open 
this weekend after being gutted by a fire last year. 

The Long family who own The Clock in Chideock 
will re-open its doors to the public 466 days after it 
was destroyed by a fire on Easter Monday in April last 
year. 

Mike Long and his family have moved back into 
their home and are looking forward to welcoming 
both old and new customers to celebrate the popular 
thatched pub being back up and running. 

They have organised a weekend of celebrations to 
mark the occasion after they officially cut the ribbon 
on Friday (July 15th) at 5pm. They will be there from 
around 3pm if anyone would like to go earlier. 

Free buffets will be supplied on Friday evening, Sat¬ 
urday lunchtime and evening and Sunday lunchtime 
and evening with live music from local band the Pick¬ 
wicks on Friday and John De Barra on Saturday from 
9pm. On Sunday there will also be a quiz at 7pm and 
possible live music. 

The Clock will not be offering their full menu until 
Monday, July 18th from 12noon. 

Throughout the weekend, beer prices will be the 
same as when they initially took over the pub in 2002, 
to replicate the initial launch. 

Mike said: “The support has been unbelievable, 
there is not really any words I can say - the support 


we have had financially, clothing, just words, is be¬ 
yond words and we will be eternally grateful.” 

It has taken just over a year for the family to get their 
beloved home back and the community their much¬ 
loved pub, but Mike admits there were times that he 
didn’t think it was possible. 

He said: “We had the ‘there is no way we are ever 
going to come back from this’, - for about a month or 
six weeks - where you look around and think it is not 
going to be rebuilt, then we had the joy of the insur¬ 
ance. 

“Once the builders started to come out and do quotes 
and all of them said between 28 weeks and 32 weeks 
to rebuild. I can’t get my head around that, it doesn’t 
make sense, you look at it and think 32 years not 32 
weeks, that was what it was like. 

“We started to have a bit of faith in what people were 
saying and sure enough we are on week 33. 

“With the hiccups we have had along the way I think 
it is tremendous, I cannot get my head around where 
we are today, what we have and how it looks. 

“We moved into the house last Friday (July 1st) and 
that was surreal to be back. We have walked around 
and lights switches and stuff are in different places, 
and you are going for stuff that isn’t there, a light 
switch or a door opens a different way and its really 
mad. And where we have coat hooks, things that

people take for granted, you walk out the door and grab your coat 
but your coat is not where you grab it from, so that is quite strange 
trying to get used to. 

“One side, which we hoped wouldn’t happen but it did, is where we 
go looking for things that we lost. When we were in the rented house, 
you are going to get stuff that is in a different place and its in a dif¬ 
ferent place because you are in a different environment, but now we 
are back home, we are going to get stuff, but its not there because we 
lost it, but because you are back in your room, you’re going for stuff. 

“I see it as a negative because it is starting to hit us what we have 
actually lost but it’s a positive as it must be that we are in familiar 
surroundings that we are going for stuff that’s not there. It must feel 
like we are home again. 

“It is great to be back in, honestly I don’t think I will be home per¬ 
sonally until I am back behind the bar. I am back in my house but I 
will be home when I step behind that bar and pull the first pint. I am 
really, really excited to be back, I can’t wait.” 

The pub is already nearly full up with darts and skittles teams before 
it has even reopened. 

Mike said: “We have gained three alley skittle teams and two extra 
dart teams. We are now full up for skittles, we have no room at all. 

“We do have room for a couple more darts teams, I hope to have a 
team in the Lyme Regis league as well as a team in the Beaminster 
league. 

“Friday nights I am full up, I have four teams in the Bridport league. 
Overall I think we are up to 31 teams this season, table skittles, alley 
skittles and darts. 

“If there are any new teams wishing to play Beaminster darts on a 
Wednesday, Lyme Regis darts on a Thursday, or table skittles on a 
Monday, we have spaces for any teams looking for a venue.”

BACKGROUND 


THE EIRE 


The Clock burnt down in May last year as a result of a chimney fire, destroying 
the families home and belongings. 

The community immediately came together to show their support for the Long 
family, setting up the Save Our Clockhouse Campaign (SOCC) raising money, 
collecting clothing and any other things they may need. 

But then Mike and his family were hit with issues with their insurance policy, 
leaving them to find a shortfall of over £200,000. 

The pub was estimated to cost £521,000 to rebuild, they had cover for £554,869 
but in the insurers opinion it should have been insured for £1,339,000 and they 
were only 38 per cent insured and would only receive 38 per cent of the cover, 
which worked out at £210,000, a shortfall of £311,000. 

After a long battle with the insurers they received a sum in the region of 
£300,000. 

But the family have managed to rebuild their home and the community hub 
with the help and support of the community. 

Mike said: “I can’t wait for Friday, to walk behind that bar and say ‘what are 
you having?’ 

“Everyone has helped us get our home back and now I have to give them their 
pub back.”

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HM Lord-Lieutenant of Dorset Angus Campbell unveils the plaque alongside Weymouth and 
Portland Mayor Councillor Richard Kosior, Mayoress Caroline Churchill and Gary Hepburn 
Chairman of Weymouth Town Charities 


HE died 350-years-ago, but 
wealthy London merchant Sir 
Samuel Mico’s last wishes are still 
being carried out in Weymouth. 

Now the man, who it’s thought 
was knighted for paying off King 
Charles IPs considerable debts, has 
been further honoured with the un¬ 
veiling of a blue plaque on the pub 
he owned in the town. 

Sir Samuel Mico - a trader in silk 
and spices - died in 1666. He left 
money and property in his will to 
fund three apprentices and pay pen¬ 
sions to “decayed seaman”. He left 
the bulk of his estate to his wife 
Lady Mico who was a supporter of 
the anti-slavery movement and the 


Mico Charity went on to become 
an important educational charity in 
the Caribbean, eventually educat¬ 
ing and training emancipated slaves 
who went on to become teachers. 

Today, the Sir Samuel Mico Trust 
is administered by Weymouth 
Town Charities. Sir Samuel’s be¬ 
quest now helps around a hundred 
local young people a year, by fund¬ 
ing scholarships and providing 
grants to assist with education and 
training. 

The trust says it is always pleased 
to receive applications for grants 
from local people aged under 24, 
who need assistance with course 
fees, books, equipment or anything 


else to do with their personal devel¬ 
opment and education. 

Gary Hepburn, Chairman of 
Weymouth Town Charities said: 
“Sir Samuel would be so pleased to 
see how many people the trust is 
helping today, and the many thou¬ 
sands that have been helped since 
he died in 1666. The George Inn 
was left by Mico and is still owned 
by the trust and the new blue 
plaque is a fitting tribute to him and 
the foresight he had back in 1665 
when he wrote his will and gave 
such a lasting gift to the town.”

MP's plea to Commons 
to save Land Registry 


SOUTH Dorset MP Richard Drax has appealed for 
the Government to ditch the proposed sale of the 
Land Registry, which employs 200 in Weymouth. 

During a Commons debate, which was called by 
Labour, the MP said that only the Treasury thought 
the sell-off was a good idea. 

“An Englishman’s home is his castle,” said Mr 
Drax. 

“The very territory that we live on is the biggest in¬ 
vestment that any of us makes. This sell-off would 
undermine the absolute, fundamental basis of that se¬ 
curity. 

“The proposal and consultation fail to register the 
fact that the Land Registry is quasi-judicial. The in¬ 
tegrity of the organisation’s database is paramount. 
Land Registry data are fully accessible to Ministers 
and the public, with all the checks and balances re¬ 
quired. It is the largest database in western Europe, it 
underpins the housing and property market, and it is 
a cornerstone of our economy. A sell-off could desta¬ 


bilise the housing market for a short-term return— 
there is no point in doing that.” 

He added: “The Land Registry is a public monop¬ 
oly....why should it now become a private monopoly? 
That just does not make sense. Hedge funds and over¬ 
seas buyers are not interested in the greater good or 
the stability of the country—that is the risk. They 
want to make a return...but this business should not 
be put under that sort of speculation. Selling to a for¬ 
eign company might well be against the national in¬ 
terest.” 

Mr Drax also pointed out that the proposed sale 
price of £1 billion was low, considering the Land Reg¬ 
istry returns £100million to the Treasury every year. 

“I believe this idea has now been kicked into the 
long grass,” said Mr Drax. 

“As I said in my speech, we have far bigger fish to 
fry with all the wonderful opportunities that lie ahead. 
The Land Registry should be left in peace to continue 
the job it has always done so successfully.”

The axe has fallen 


THIS week's Growing Old Disgrace¬ 
fully looks at screaming children and 
why elderly people get wistful rather 
than upset at the noise. 

I was in a coffee shop recently when 
a little girl had a minor tantrum which 
other customers politely pretended not 
to notice. 

When her father eventually carried 
her outside, apologising to fellow cus¬ 
tomers as he did so, it left a table of four 
elderly women who I engaged in con¬ 
versation by saying the scene had 
brought back memories of my own 
children when they were young. 

They all immediately agreed and said 
they remembered just the same sort of 
thing and every one of them was smil¬ 
ing. 

The reason for this is love and memo¬ 
ries of how their little darlings grew up 
to be big darlings. Those days guiding, 
protecting and bringing up a young 
child are gone, but they are not forgot¬ 
ten. That's why there are grandchildren. 
All the fun and they get to give them 
back at the end of the day! 


IN the past this column has highlighted the 
axe hanging over Dorset’s public mobile li¬ 
brary service. Well that axe has now fallen. 

You might have to delve through a load 
of fluffy justification by County Hall about 
budget pressures and an alleged decline in 
the number of people using the service, but 
the bottom line is it’s gone. 

Heartfelt pleas that this vital facility 
reaches out deep into the Dorset country¬ 
side to some of the remotest locations all 
fell on deaf ears. 

Instead a smokescreen was put up which 
waffled on about the needs of disabled or 
frail people being met with continued ac¬ 
cess to books and other reading material de¬ 
livered to their homes. 

There was talk about community trans¬ 
port being encouraged to help people gain 
access to libraries with continued support 
for residential homes, but what about or¬ 
dinary people in reasonable health whose 
only crime is to live in a remote area? How 


are they to get easy access to books now? 

County Hall’s solution to that seems to 
be yet another example of shifting its re¬ 
sponsibility on to someone else since their 
suggestions include “asking someone to 
collect books on their behalf’! 

This might work if the person concerned 
knows the author they are interested in and 
the title of the book in question, but all too 
often those of us who read books gain an 
interest in a book by browsing, by going 
through shelves of books to find one that 
interests us and you can’t send someone to 
do that. 

The loss of the mobile library service is 
the latest in a long line of County Hall cuts 
where other people are encouraged to help 
paper over cracks in the authority’s budget. 
How long will it be before there have been 
so many cuts that the only things we get 
provided by County Hall are rubbish col¬ 
lections and a final demand in red for our 
council tax bill? 


Hopefully a solution can be found to end bus strikes 


I’VE been contacted by vari¬ 
ous people about the strike 
which has affected buses in 
Weymouth. 

On the face of it the dispute, 
over drivers in Weymouth 


being paid less than drivers in 
other First Dorset depots, 
seems pretty clear cut. 

But the strike has become in¬ 
creasingly bitter and both sides 
have dug in. 


Arbitration has been men¬ 
tioned but many passengers 
may still have to settle for 
taxis or Shank’s Pony for a 
while as the strike reaches the 
four-week mark. 


Hopefully a solution can be 
found because, when the strike 
does eventually end, drivers 
and their bosses will still have 
to work together in what is an 
important public facility. 


They think it's all over...it is now! 


WELL, Euro 2016 is fi¬ 
nally over, all the great 
goals have been scored 
and all the wonderful 
passes and saves have 
been made. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land threw itself into 
the football frenzy with 
opportunities to see 
matches on everything 
from a big screen at 
Weymouth Pavilion to 
countless smaller ones 
in pubs and clubs up 
and down the bor¬ 
ough. For those of you 
who missed them here 
are the results. 

Russia and their Ultra 
supporters ran out win¬ 
ners, clocking up an 
impressive total of thir¬ 
teen ambushes, two 
iron bars, 129 thrown

THE STAGE was set, the lighting rig fired up and 
in the quiet little Dorset village of Thorncombe, 
something magical was about to happen! One 
by one, ten local bands from three counties 
(Somerset, Devon and Dorset) took to the stage 
to entertain the crowds at the annual beer and 
cider festival at the Sports & Social Club. After a 
highly charged night of amazingly good music, 
the judges deliberated before choosing four to 
go to Saturdays final showdown. There was a lot 
at stake as not only would the winners get a full 
day in the recording studio with professional 
record producer Phil Nicholas (who has worked 
with such legends as Def Leppard, Billy Ocean and 
Brian Adams) but there were also awards for Best cover, 
best original song and best under 21 's band. 

Senior judge musician and record producer Phil 
Nicholas commented "If I'm being honest, I came here 
expecting good but average local talent.

iconic sycamore tree - where the student cast of 21 
gathered, hands held around the tree to pledge the 
oath, "We raise the watchword liberty, We will, We 
will, We will be free". 

"The cast then moved on to Dorchester Court 
where they visited the cold, unforgiving, holding cells. 
They rehearsed, in situ, the court scene where the six 
labourers were sentenced to transportation for seven 
years to Australia on a trumped up charge of sedition 
for "swearing an oath." 

Graham Padden, playwright of "The Wrong End of 
the World"allowed the students to perform his ver¬ 
sion of the play - first performed at Salisbury Play¬ 
house, and visited rehearsals over two days to offer 
support and advice. 

Helen, with the support of school's performing arts 
team, was pleased to be able to support the students 
to develop their understanding of this important 
piece of social history. 

The production was 
supported by unions 
and organisations across 
the region including 
UNISON, UNITE,Thomp¬ 
son's solicitors, FBU, EQ¬ 
UITY, South West TUC, 
NASUWT and the NUT. 
The union loaned the 
production banners and 
members attended the 
initial production, they 
are now looking forward 
to seeing the students at 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs 
Festival. 

Helen summed up by 
saying; "This has been 
much more than a 
school play.

Jaguar Land Rover's multi-million pound Au¬ 
tonomous all-terrain driving research project aims 
tomake the self-driving car viable in the widest 
range of real life, on- and off-road driving environ¬ 
ments and weather conditions. 

Tony Harper, Head of Research, Jaguar Land 
Rover, said:"Our all-terrain autonomy research isn't 
just about the car driving itself on a motorway or 
in extreme off-road situations. It's about helping 
both the driven and autonomous car make their 
way safely through any terrain or driving situation. 

"We don't want to limit future highly automated 
and fully autonomous technologies to tarmac. 
When the driver turns off the road, we want this 
support and assistance to continue. In the future, if 
you enjoy the benefits of autonomous lane keep¬ 
ing on a motorway at the start of your journey, we 
want to ensure you can use this all the way to your 
destination, even if this is via a rough track or gravel 
road.

This might include car park barriers, 
tree roots and boulders or overhanging branches, 
as well as the materials and topography to be 
driven on." 

Ultrasonic sensors can identify surface conditions 
by scanning up to five metres ahead of the car, so 
Terrain Response settings could be automatically 
changed before the car drives from tarmac to snow, 


or from grass to sand. This will optimise all-terrain 
performance, without loss of momentum or con¬ 
trol. 

To complete the 3D path, branches overhanging 
a track, or a car park overhead barrier would also 
need to be identified to determine if the route 
ahead is clear. Overhead Clearance Assist uses 
stereo camera technology to scan ahead for over¬ 
head obstructions.The driver programmes the sys¬ 
tem with the vehicle's height, which can include 
roof boxes or bicycles, and the car will warn the 
driver with a simple message in the infotainment 
touchscreen if there is insufficient clearance. 

Sensors could also be used to scan the roughness 
of the road or track ahead and adjust vehicle speed. 
TERRAIN-BASED SPEED ADAPTION (TBSA) uses 
cameras to sense bumpy terrain including uneven 
and undulating surfaces and washboard roads, 
potholes and even standing water. It is then intelli¬ 
gent enough to predict the potential impact of 
these surfaces on the car's ride and automatically 
adjust speed to keep passengers comfortable. 

Another key element of successful all-terrain au¬ 
tonomous driving is the ability for vehicles to com¬ 
municate with each other, especially if they are out 
of sight around a bend or on the other side of an 
off-road obstacle. 

In a world-first off-road demonstration, Jaguar 
Land Rover has connected two Range Rover Sports 
togetherusing innovative DSRC (Dedicated Short 
Range Communications) technology to create an 
Off-Road Connected Convoy.This wireless vehicle- 


to-vehicle (V2V) communications system shares in¬ 
formation including vehicle location, wheel-slip, 
changes to suspension height and wheel articula¬ 
tion, as well as All-Terrain Progress Control (ATPC) 
and Terrain Response settings instantly between 
the two vehicles. 

Tony Harper said:"This V2V communications sys¬ 
tem can seamlessly link a convoy of vehicles in any 
off-road environment. If a vehicle has stopped, 
other vehicles in the convoy will be alerted - if the 


wheels of drop into a hole, or perhaps slip on a diffi¬ 
cult boulder, this information is transmitted to all 
of the other vehicles. In the future, a convoy of au¬ 
tonomous vehicles would use this information to 
automatically adjust their settings or even change 
their route to help them tackle the obstacle. 

"Or for the ultimate safari experience, cars follow¬ 
ing in convoy would be told by the lead car where 
to slow down and stop for their passengers to take 
the best photographs."

Shillingstone (7) 206 all out by 3 wickets 
DORCHESTER returned to winning ways 
with a hard earned victory over Shilling- 
stone that saw them home with an over to 
spare. 

Economic bowling by the county town 
restricted the hosts to 206 all out; a good 
effort by Dorchester after Shillingstone 
looked well placed at 128-1 with captain 
Roy Haycock leading the way with 73.
